WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Retire- 
ment of Associate Justice Day from 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States as offfvially forecast by the 
White House probably will mean the 
nomination of a Democrat in his 
place. 

Although there is no statute re- 
quiring the ap@Mointments to the Su- 
preme Court to be evenyy balanced 
between the political parties, most 
presidents have followed that cus- 
tom. There are only two men on the 
Supreme bench now who are not 
Frepublicans. They are Justice Mc- 
Reynolds, who is said departed from 
the Democratic ranks when Bryan 
was a.candidate for President and 
who served in the Republican ad- 
ministration as a special counsel, 
and Justice Brandeis, whose advent 
into the Democratic party really de- 
veloped in the first Wilson cam- 
paign for the presidency as Brandeis 
had been known as a Progressive 
Republican. 

The death of Chief Justice White, 
a Democrat, was followed by the ap- 
pointment of Chief Justice Taft, Re- 
publican. The resignation of Jus- 
tice Clarke of Ohio, Democrat, has 
just »een followed by the appoint- 
ment ef former Senator Sutherland 
of Utah, a Republican. That’s why 
it is morally certain that Mr. Hard- 
ing will nominate a Democrat to fill 
et least one of the two places hith- 
erto filled by Democrats. 

Shields Mentioned for Post. 

The name of Senator Shields, Dem- 
ocrat, of Tennessee, is being prom- 
inently mentioned for the vacancy 
caused by the retirement of Justice 
Day. Shields was at one time Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of Ten- 
nessee and is highly esteemed by 
President Harding. The President 
developed his admiration for Shields 
while In the Senate. He observed 
that Shields risked the arftagonism 
of many ‘constituents by departing 
from the Wilson leadership because 
he sincerely differed with the former 
President. Shields was one of the 
earliest opponents of the League, of 
Nations and most always voted with 
the Republican irreconciables. It 
| would be a curious turn of political 
tides if Shields, ardent foe of the 
Wilson League of Nations, were to 
be appointed, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Justice 
Clarke, one of whose main reasons 
for leaving the bench is to be better 
able to espouse the cause of the 
League of Nations. — 

One of the obstacles to the appoint- 
ment of Shields, however, is the fact 
that Justice McReynolds hails from 
Tennessee, and it is not likely that 
the Senators from Southern states 
‘will be content to see the appoint- 
ment filled without suggesting candi- 
dates of their own and making the 
point that two men ought not to be 
appointed from ®& single State. This 
circumstance, however, would not be 
as controlling with President Hafd- 
ing as another fact, which is that 
Shields is over 60 years old—the age 
lmit which Mr. Harding hes set for 
the appointment of new Judges. It 
is true he-made an exception in the 
case of Taft, but Mr. Harding ex- 
plained at the time that this was not 
to be construed as a precedent, but 
as a pdculiar situation affecting the 
post-of Chief Justice. It is doubtful 
whether Mr. Harding would make 
another exception in ‘he case of Sen- 
ator Shields, though ‘is personal in- 
clinations are particularly friendly 
toward the Tennessee Senator. 

Early Selection Unlikely. 

The chances are that Mr. Harding 
will not close upon Senator Shields 
or anybody else as quickly as he 
did on former Senator Sutherland. 
The latter’s appointment was deter- 
mined upon a long time ago and it 
was expected that Justite Day of 
Ohio would make the vacancy for 
Sutherland. The news about Jus- 
tice Clarke’s desire to leave the 
bench was totally unexpected. The 
[President probably will deliberate 
a long time before selecting @ suc- 
cessor to Justice Day.

Peasants Will Remember | 
| Work of American! Relief 
Administration for a Life-

Famine Area.

LONDON, Sept. 6.—"“A new but 
most popular word in the Russian 


language is ‘Ara,’ the Russian peas- 

ant's.and Russian workmen’s name 

_ the American Relief Administra- 
on.” 

Thus did Edward M. Flesh of St. 
Louis, president and treasurer of the 
U. S. Grain Corporation and con- 
|troller of Ara, sum up.in its senti- 
mental and perhaps almost spiritual 
phase what Ara had done in Russia. 
He had just reached London after a 
long tour of inspection of the work 
Ara is doing in Russia an@ is return- 
ing to Washington next Tuesday to 
report his observations to the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Hoover. But in 
interviews witha Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent today, Mr. Flesh told 
some of his observations and impres- 
sions. 

To begin -with, he is optimistic 
about the food situation in Russia. 


“Famine Is Vanqui-‘ed.” 

“It is now merely a matter of 
transportation and, distribution,” he 
said. “I ‘don’t say there won't be 
some suffering this winter. particu- 
Jarly among young children and the 
sick and in far outlying regions, but 
the famine is broken and vanquished. 
This year’s harvest is good in both 
quantity and quality. In a special 
examination of crops that I made tn 
a §0-mile drive through the country- 
|side during harvest time in what had 
been the famine area, I found that in 
regard to both the number/of grain 
stacks to the acre and the size of 
individual grain heads. the crop ap- 
peared excellent. 

“Here I want to say one thing 
about the Russian peasant. Some 
fear was felt at the beginning of Ara 
work that the starving peasants 
might yield to the temptation to eat 
the seed grain instead of planting It. 
» But, however much the peasant may 
have been tempted, he did not yield. 
His love of his land proved stronger 
than his hunger. Another thing that 
impressed me about the peasants was 
their system of harvesting. Each 
man or each family planted his own 
seed in his own narrow plot of land, 
but when harvest time came, the 
whole community joined and got in 
the crops as a unit. 

Hears Exports Are Planned. 

“T was told while in Russia ‘that 
the soviét government expected to be 
able t6 export some grajn from citie 
recent harvest. I do not know wheth- 
er or not this is true, but it is inter- 
esting, and there is evident satisfac- 
tion in Russia today over the crop 
yield. ‘ f 

“Before going into Russia I head 
very bad reports regarding an ex- 
cessive number of deaths of all kiads 
of livestock there during the famine, 


~ 


that apparently there were enough 
horses left to do the plowing. Along 
railway lines I saw lots of cattle 
grazing or watering, and also plentv 
of poultry—turkeys, chickens vod 
ducks—as’ well as sheep and goats. 
At almost every station peasants 
brought eggs by the dozen for sate, 
and there also seemed to .be plenty 
of fried fish which country ‘olk 
caught and cooked to sell to passen- 
gers. What did surprise me was tne 
apparent total absence of wild gacte 
—possibly the result of the dro."th 
and famine. I saw no game. birds 
or rabbits at all.” - 

Mr. Flesh refused to discuss_Rug- 
sian politics. 

“That's not our business,” he sas. 
“So I’ve nothin~ t6 say on that sub- 
ject. I saw neither Lenin or Trotsky, 
as both were in the country when I 
was in. Moscow, but I was told “hat 
Lenin is well enough to work every 
other day.” * 

Of gratitude and appreciation by 
the Russian people for work that 4ra 
has done and is doing, Mr. Fiesh 
saw abundant evidence. It is rest 
summed up by his words: “Russi yn 
people do whatever Ara asks. At 
first there was in.the minds of the 
people, if not suspicién at least, an 
absolute lack of understanding. Why 
should the American people spénd 
such unimaginable sums to resctre 
them from famine and pestilense? 
There was some fea~ that they mignt 
be asked to do something in retyin 
which they wouldn’t do. But ww 
they accept the gift unquestioningly 
in the spirit that it is given.

PLAYWRIGHT, 75, ONCE MOST 
POPULAR IN ENGLAND, DIES 


George R. Sims Hour After 
Finishing Article for Publica-

TURKS PRESS GREEKS, 
IN DRIVE ON SMYRNA 


Latter Rushing Reinforcements 
to Scene and Trying to Re- 
store Morale of Men. 


By the Associated P 
ONSTANTINOPLE. Sept. 


While the Turks are hastening to 
press their advantage over the 
Greeks in their grive toward Smyr- 
na, the latter are rushing reinforce- 
ments to the scene, and if Gen. Tri- 
coupis can restore the morale of his 
i'men the Kemalists may yet be 
eeceiaiee to a standstill, it is believed 
here. It is officially agnounced that 
'all the Greek army corps in the 
southern group have effected a 
juncture, this still further improving 
the situation. 

High Commissioner Sterghiadis is 
said to be dealing efficiently with 
the refugee problems. 

A Turkish cavalry division has 
met disaster near the Bilejik-Brusa 
front. Caught between two Greek 
forces, it was totally wiped out. The 
Turks, made careless by their suc- 
cesses, did not reckon with the 
Greek third army corps, which had 
retreated unhampered in the direc- 
tion of Brusa. This corps was at- 
tacked by a division of Turkish cav- 
alary west of Bilejik. The division 
was driven between‘the Greek wings 
and -annihilated.

Subject Injected Yesterday. 

Col. Lindsley is expected to lead 
an attempt to get a minority report 
on this issue before the convention 
today. It has been indicatedby anti- 
klan leaders that their slpporters 
may break off from the convention 
if the minority report is not recog- 
nized. 

The first open attempt to get an 
expression from the Democrati:

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Refer- 
endum on the question whether the 
collection of checks by banks at par 
should be made a universal practice 
throughout the country was begun 
today among the 1400 business or- 
ganizations connected with the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. The referendum was basei 
on a study of the _ par-clearance 
problem by a special committee. 

The committee found that not only 
the 9226 member banks of the Fed- 
eral reserve system, but 18,792 non- 
member banks were remitting at 
par, while only 1932 nonmember 
banks were charging % to 1-10 of 
1 per cent in remitting to their re- 
serve banks in payment of checks 
drawn upon them by depositors. 

“If charges were actually made by 
all banks remitting to reserve 
banks,’’ the report pointed -out, 
“their aggregate would be very large 
and a burden upon commerce, for 
the total items handled by reserve 
banks in 1920 reached $157,000,000,- 
000."

One of the country’s most interesting publishing 
enterprises has fallen under the ban of the Postoffice 
Department. We refer to the factory at Girard, Kan. 
operated by E. Haldeman-Julius, which has been 
producing literature a la Ford and marketing it a la 
Fordissima. The best things ever written have been 
offered at incredibly small prices, and the demand 


bas vindicated the youthful publisher's complimen-. 


tary estimate of the American people. 

A late venture—Shakspeare in convenient pocket 
size, at a nominal cost—has been held up by the 
Postoffice Department's ruling because of a lottery 
feature in the advertisements. The publisher pleads 
cuilty to the lottery charge. He acknowledges that 
purchasers were to be privileged to enter a contest in 
which the prize was a visit to Shakspeare’s birth- 
place. He explains. however, that comparatively few 
of the purchasers would have been contestants; that 
the contest. after all, was but a bit of flavoring to 
the dish: that the books were offered and subscribed 
for on their meriis. at a peculiarly inviting price. 
Finally. he asserts that the objectionable lottery ele- 
ment has been removed and he has appealed to Presi- 
dent Harding, as a fellow publisher, to grant him ea 
rehearing. including in his plea the fact that he has 
something more than $1,000,000 invested in this 
project. 

President Harding. it is hoped. will promptly grant 
a rehearing. Apart from the plain justice of such a 
grant, other* reasons may be urged. Among them 
these: Haldeman-Julius is an invaluable citizen. He 
is doing a cultural work of the first magnitude. He 
is a great business man and one of the country’s 
greatest educators. He is 
He is the American Northcliffe, with the immeasur- 
able distinction that while the Englishman was pri- 
marily a peddiler of trivialities, Haldeman-Julius is a 
salesman of the verities. Of the Girard publishing 
house the Bard of Avon himself would say: 
nothing ill can dweil in such a temple.” 

As the case stands now it is not the lottery but the

HE glass kitchen has been 
headed our way for some 
months, but now it has arrived 
and is tempting us to invest our 
Surplus cash in glass.
